The robbers were 
mounted oil *asl liotf^es aud wen' heav- 
ily armed, boiiie of tile citizens ehiiin 
to have re^v.;;nize(l tln iii as C'lieroke ■ 
iiili and .lim J-'reiich, well-known lieu- 
tenants of Bill Cook, the loiuler of thv 
gau.-. 

1'iie roiibers held up the proprietors 
of t\\o Stores and looted botli ida.'es. 
Tiiey also robbi-d tiii! postotlico. .loiiu 
Hhui'i ldt, the pi opnettjr of one st jio, 
was relieved oi r,-;iOi) in money and a 
j,'old watch, 'l lu.se articles were taken 
from his jui-.^oii. -Mr. Sliuleldt pro- 
claimed his loss to the town before t!ie 
rolilers had linished their work, and 
tln! b.ind of citizens were almost tie- 
tweeii them and their hor.-es when th<' 
robin rs Nvere ready to mount. 

Au cllwit was made to stop them t)ut 
they were on ho; s<-l)aek with drawn pis- 
tols and were Uyinx away before t ueir 
woald-bo captors could make a concen- 
trated move.

Washinoton, Nov. 10.— The com- 
mander of the New York navyyard, 
Admirnl Bancroft (Jhorardi, one of the 
few old war commanders now iu the 
naval service, and known in naval par- 
lance as the He:t-goiiig admiTal. was re- 
tired fiom the '.'nited Si;t es navy to- 
day at noon. He le;ives bebin 1 him a 
career of distinction, full of hartl fight- 
ing aud s 'veru service, and without a 
bloniish. His total active service 
umotmts to 48 years aud 5 months, an<l 
35 years and 8 montlis of tiiat servi(u> 
were spent at sea. Even dcring the 
Rcvcn years he has held the rank of rear 
admiral, in a time when few admirals 
make more than one omise nndor their 
owu penuunt, he has been at Sea about 
four and a hadf years. 

Admiral Oherardl was bom in Louis- 
iana, 02 years ego, and was appelated 
to the naval servioe from Maasachnsetts 
Jnne 29, 1846, as a midshipman. He 
beoame a passed midshipman in 185 i, 
a maMer in 1866, nnd was a lieotenant 
on the Lancaster attached lo the PhoUlo 
squadron when the war broke ont. 
The year 186i saw him a lieutenant 
commander, blookading Bonth Atlautio 
ports, notwithstanding his acmthorn 
birth. From that time to the end of 
the war he was in the thioacst of th-f 
fighting. He was in the euguenieut 
At Fort Maoon, on the Mohican; com- 
mauded the Choonra o:i the west gulf 
b.ockode; the Port Royal on the sanm 
service, in the battle of Mobile and 
dually comuiauded the Pequot on tlie 
North Atlantic blockade at i;iv' el ^ oi' 
hostilities. Ho was comiiiissi'me 1 as 
eoniMiaiider in IHdt; and euptiiin m ! >! I, 
mean\\lule seein;,' .service in coiii iiauils 
ou the Faeiiic aad .North Atiantic. 

One pariicularly gaJant acrion of 
him 18 pursuing in a siaali hi:,' and se- 
curing tlie ilestruetiou «t a I 'iXife ici-ato 
ram whii h liad succetuled in ninniuj,' a 
blockade on th^ Missi.s.',ipp'. Adunrtil 
Oherardi liecame a coniiiiodoi'e iu 1884 
and au admiral iu IHsT.

TOP FL OOR CA VED IN. 

MSB tBStaatljr Klllo« and a Naaikov 
of Others Injtiratl. 

Montreal, Not. 10.— At 8:80 yester- 
day afternoon the toi> (I 'or of tlie ll'W 
and magnificent offices of the city p.is- 
se i-er railway, ou the comer of I'lace 
d' Amies Hill aud Craig •street, caved 
in, killing two men instantly, iujuring 
one fatally and maiming a do-z/m 
others. The audience of the Royal 
theater, which is situated almost oppo- 
site the scene of accideut, was just 
coming out, and in a short time the 
street was blocked with a slnmting and 
excited crowd. The • accnlent was 
caused by frost, which made the lieavv 
iron girders leave their socket, uud 
which, crashing dowu, carried with 
them everything below. There were at 
the time about 60 woricmen in the 
building, (uid many were miiaculously 
saved from death. 

The dead are: Joseph Marquis and 
Robert Patue, both French Cauadians. 

Pierre Monette, whose injuries will 
prove fatal, had his ■kull crushed aud 
bones fractured in many places. While 
the men were working on the different 
floors of the building there suddenly 
came a deafening crash, when down 
came iron beams, planking, hriok, 
mortar and lath in a heap. As soon as 
the terrible calamity dawned upon the 
people an alarm was sounded and the 
fire and patrol departments responded 
immediately with ambulances. 

A riiigi!ig che. r .went up when the 
firenicn mounted thi^ <r\teiision ladder 
and reached the si.xtli story, 'ilieie. in 
a wiudow sill, clinging with (h^sporale 
eiu r^'y, was Fr.iiicis lioulo, a bricklayer, 
who was about exhausted.

At- 
lantic ("xports have Ijeeii only ,"j.V2,:{1T 
bush' Is against ".tIT.aii:! bust year, and 
the price has advanced about one- half 
cent, but tlu ie is scan ely any ceuli- 
deuce that present prices, low as they 
are, will be maintained. 

Corn has fallen about 2 l ents, not- 
withstanding the fact that \M-ti rn re- 
ceipts were only about l,01T,t)',i3 bushels, 
again.st I'.)4,tii7 last year, aud Atlantic 
exports ouly 73,732 bushels, against 
6U:i},:i94 last year, for statistics have lit- 
tl« effect when the supply is believed to 
be so far short. Cotton has declined an 
eighth, to 5 5-8 cents, which is again 
the lowest price ever recorded, aud ap- 
pears to mean a defluite decrease here- 
after, OS in most of the southern states 
the mrices now realized are not remua- 
eratire. For the present the stocks 
here aud abroad are largo enough to kill 
any speculation. 

The output of pig iron was larger by 
7,781 tons Nov. 1, when it wa.s 168,866 
tons weekly, than it was Oct. 1, and 
Itirger than a year ago, but it is still 
about 13 per cent below the output last 
May, before the great depression began.

TNE SECRET BALLOT. 



Tba lliohigan Oonrt Benders an Im 
portent Deeiiion Affecting the 
BMgMM. 

Tlje Michigan Supreme Court on 
Thursday handed down the moat Im- 
portant deciRion afi'ectinir tlio proRent 
method of voting that lias «ner been 
made. 

On the queetion of what conatitutea a 
"diatingniahing mark" on a ballot, 
which mark in piohihitcd by law, the 
conrt nnanimoualy holds that any mark 
whateirer, other than a ainglt one ap- 
propriate to (Icflignato tlic intontion of a 
voter, is a distinguishing mark. 

The oaae waa bronght In the eonteit- 
inn of the riglits to oflice ot two local 
canilidatee at Bay City, who were ostensi- 
bly elected at a apring election a year 
and a half ago. By the dedaion both 
are ousted from office. 

The court holds that if two tickets on 
an officiai hallo are identical that the 
marking of a'croaa over each is illegal ; 
also, that to mark a cross over any ticket 
and then before each name on anch ticket, 
or placing a croea before the name of a 
cnndiilafc am! then erasing the name of 
Itis opponent on another ticket in 
illegal. In anbatanee, the opinion holds 
that a single mark is a vote and is puiW- 
cieut to indicate the voter's intention, 
and that a eecond mark might be agreed 
upon as a means of identification. It 
has been the piaetiee of Election Inspec- 
tors to count all such doubly marked 
ballots, so that under this decision any 
of the elections held under the Australian 
voting system may, it it baliavad, be 
contested.

Wabhinoton, Not. 10.— A point that 

has boen overlcxikod in ootnpating th« 
politiciil couiplexioii of tlio ui'xt souate 
is the iiduiissioii of Utuh with two 
United States geuutors. Thn act of the 
last B«ssiou of coii^n'ess admitting Utah 
provides that in March, ]Ui)5, the cousti 
tntional couvoution shall be held. Un 
the first Tnt'sdiiy after the first Monday 
of that ymr the coustitutioD is to be 
mbmitted to the people, and if ratified i 
and found by the president to be in aC' 
oordance with the act, he will issue a 
proolamation admitting it as a atate, 
The act also provides that • reprssent 
•tiTe to th« Fifty-fourth congress 
shall be elected at the same time, the 
Tote is taken nnn the oonstitation . 
alse that state omoers and a legislature 
shsll be ohomn and that if the oonstitu 
tioa is rattfled the legislature shall im 
nwdiately meet and alMt two United 
States sanatm. 

As thsM is abont a month from the 
time the election is hdd until the Fif tr- 
fourth osngress meets there will be 
ample time to hare all the formalities 
oemplied with, and Utah proclaimed a 
state in time for its senators and rOpre 
seatatlTea to participate in the organ- 
iaatiea of the next eongrem. This 
wenld make in all 90 senators, and as 
the next senate now standH, tliu politios 
of tk<> Vtixh .senators would cut an im 
portaut ligure. Another probability 
which arises is the Hdmissieu of both 
New Mexico and Arizona, which may 
be accomplished in time so that four 
more senators would participate in the 
organization ot tlie next senate. Bills 
have already paused the house for the 
admission of both those tcrritcriirt 
The iseuate cominitt*«e uu titiritorios 
have reported tlieui favm iihly to the 
KPuate and they nre nuw uu tlie ciilcu 
iler. Scnutors of both parties have been 
urKini; thi ir juisiage, and it is luoro 
than likely tliut iiiithcr party would

Tile ailiiiission of tlu'so new Ktate 
wiiuM make a total of 91 sonators and 
any party to control would iioed 4S for 
a majority. With tlu; vice president 
the Democrats could coutrul the senate 
with 47 sanators.

The Famous Paintinx That May Hot 
Hang in the EzeontlTO 

To be bong or not to be hnoRls (he 
iae<«tion Just at inresent in Waabington. 
Those in faTor of hanging say that 

the allegorical iJt»inting "Love and 
liife" prcsi nted to tho Aineri<!an people 
liy the distinguishod Engli.sh artist, 
(leorgo Frederiok Watts, H. A., ought 
to grace the walls of tho exccutiTO man- 
Kion iu Wtu^hington. Those who oppose 
the hanging claim that "Lots and 
Life" isinniinral; that represrnt.itionH 
of what Trilhy c.-dled "the altogether" 
i>u;,'lit iitiver to be sc en aiiywle re, hut 
least of all in tlie DiHtrict of Columbia, 
and Kcoin to think that the proposition 
to bang the painting iu the east room 
of the White Hoose is nothing less than 
a deep laid scheme to entrap the gov- 
ernment into a quasi ofHcial approval 
of indecent art. 

So that tho great painter's generous 
gift bus stirred up a greater commotion, 
if that were possible, than the famoos 
controTsrsy which arose abont the Hg 
nres on the 8t Gnudens medal. 

It is at the door of Colonel John M. 
VVilsnn, snperintendent of public build- 
ing.'^, that the responsibility is said to 
lie. No ono supposes for an instant that 
Watts presented the painting to Ameri- 
ca for it to be oarefnlly boxed np and 
stowed away in an inaccessible room in 
the White Honse. It is hardly likoly 
that the subject of "Love and Life" 
Wa.s altiigether unknown to the inem- 
berH of congress, who, last session, ac- 
cepted the gift iu the name of the 
American people. The painting was ex- 
hibited here for soTcral months nine 
years ago in tho Metropolitan Mnsenm 
of Art. It w:is among tho pictures 
placed on exhibition last year at the 
World's fair, and it ha.s boen reproduc- 
ed often enoagh to warrant the asanmp- 
*ion that we are a Tery immoral people 
if thn inflnence of tha,pictar« is as oor- 
rup'.ing as is 8.-;id. 

Ill additioii, tho ponplo of tho Ignited 
States, through Sicretary (Ireshani. 
pledged their word after cnngiM-s \m& 
accepted the gilt that it would bo hung 
iu the White Honse^ a letter to that 
effoot being written to the artist 

But the picture, according to Colonel 
Wilsiiii, is II' it a fit one to bo exhibited 
in the executive mansion. lb? simply 
ignored t!ie claim.s uf Mr. Watt.s to iio 
regarded as one of tho first among living 
painters and stated that until the presi- 
dent guTe instructions to that effect he 
oonld not think of allowing such a work 
to be exiiosed to public view in tho 
rooms (if the White Jlonso, even though 
the \v(j:k iu ijuestion were intended to 
form the nucleus of a future national 
art gallery and would consequently 
only remain there until more fitting 
quarters conld be secured for it 

Tho paintiii'^ which has brou;;ht 
about this di.'cu^sion is ono of the n nst 
iiiilKirtant worhs freiii the brush of the 
Uritish artisS, and is a companion pic- 
ture to his "Love and Death." It rep- 
resents the figures of a winged yontb 
and a maiden climbing a steep and pre- 
cipitous n.scdit. Both flgnres are nude; 
but, it is an absurdity to say it, there 
is not tho slightist suggestion of indel 
icacy about thera. Love, exemplified by 
the yontb, stoops, tenderly helping his 
companion upon their toilsome jonmcy. 
His half extended wings protect her 
slight form from the sun's fierce rays. 
The picture is an illnstration of tho 
truth tlii.t love raises life; that an ideal 
existence is possihlo only with the pro- 
tecting care of love. In the picture, 
where love's feet have trod, flowers 
spring on the hard, rocky ground, and 
as tho figures ascend the atmosphere be- 
comes more and more refulgent and 
pure.
